Pacific Gas and Electric Company's fuel cost adjustment billing of $54.434 02 
to the City of Lompoc for the month of January has been recomputed and 
$11.107 33 of it will be refunded to customers if the city count it approves a staff 
recommendation tomorrow night 
On the advice of attorneys for the Northern California Power Agency. Lorn 
PCX' had withheld payment of the fuel cost adjustment charges for January on 
grounds that P G ItE had failed to comply with Federal Power Commission 
regulations that a fuel cost adjustment policy be filed before Jan 1 with the 
FPC 
The billed amount was set aside in a special account pending an F P C ruling 
on the dispute 
Subsequently, PG & E filed the policy statement belatedly and the filing was 
accepted by the FPC, retroactive to Jan 2. subject to a hearing on the matter 
An initial conference proceeding is scheduled for March 17 before the FPC in 
Washington 
"l*ursuant to the FPC action, we have been advised by NCPA attorney 
tieorge Spiegel to pay the fuel cost adjustment for January based on the recom­ 
puted bill." said (iene Wahlers. city administrator in a report that will be 
received by the council Tuesday night in which he recommends pavment of 
$43 326 69 with the balance refunded to electric service c ustomers 
If the council concurs, approximately 65 cents credit will be given to each 
customer with the credit being reflec ted on the March utility bills from the 
city 
“ The reduced fuel cost adjustment rate is a welcome relief, but still leaves a 
disparity in fuel cost change's between retail and wholesale rates,* Wahlers 
said 
In our opinion, the fuel cost adjustment clause is still improper, permits

challenge to President Ford won t be 
hurt if he loses the Florida primary 
Tuesday 
While Reagan discounted the effects of 
a Florida defeat, the three major 
Democratic contenders in the race, Jim- 
mv Tarter. George Wallace and Henry 
Jackson, spent the day before the 
primary attacking each other 
Reagan s campaign managers said a 
few weeks ago he would win the state by 
a 2-1 margin, but the former California 
governor now says “ it’s a close horse 
race " Ford predicted Sunday he would 
win his fourth straight primary in the 
Florida contest 
“ I don't think it would make any dif­ 
ference." Reagan told reporters in 
Miami when asked what would be the 
consequences of finishing second “ After 
all. we have 50 states 
Asked how long he could survive as a 
candidate without beating Ford in a 
primary. Reagan said. "Tlx* game is 
how many delegates you go with to the 
convention " He predicted "the final 
fight will be waged on the convention 
floor,** 
Seeking to counter headlines in new­ 
spapers across Florida saying that the 
nationwide unemployment picture has 
improved. Reagan said the current up­ 
surge in economic indicators was due to 
“ artificial stim u la n ts" He added 
“ somewhere along the line, we have to ' 
bite the bullet 
Reagan said the administration's 
economic policies could lead to another 
recession after election day 
While Reagan spent his final day of 
campaigning in the state attacking 
Ford's economic record, the President 
was on the telephone in the White House 
making jx'rsonal calls to his Florida 
campaign workers urging them to get 
out the vote 
On Sunday. Ford invited more than 
two dozen Florida radio reporters to in 
terview him in the Oval Office and 
predicted he would defeat Heagan in his 
opponent’s “ strongest southern state 
Reagan said the improvement in the 
economy could collapse after the elec­ 
tions He said it is bast'd on emergency 
measures similar to those taken by the 
Nixon administration in advance of the 
1972 campaign 
In an interview on NBT-TV’s “ Meet 
the Press," Heagan 
who badly needs a 
victory 
predicted the Florida results 
will be "a horse race 
a close race " 
Wallace, on CBS-TVs “ Face the 
Nation," said Tarter promised to sup­ 
port him at the 1972 Democratic national 
convention if Wallace stayed out of the 
Georgia caucuses and came into the con­ 
vention with at least 350 delegates 
Wallace said he stayed out of Georgia 
and had 400 delegates but Carter sup 
ported Jackson 
Rex Granum. spokesman for the 
Tarter campaign in Atlanta denied the 
charge 
Tarter told a crowd in Tampa that 
Jackson had been in Congress 35 years 
and done little but get reelected, and 
that Wallace “ is wasting his time 
because he knows he can't be elected." 
Jackson said. "M r 
Carter and Mr 
Wallace must prove they can win big in­ 
dustrial states like New York They have 
to win and win decisively as I won in 
those areas " 
Morris ( dall. who is not campaigning 
in Florida said Sunday he will pass up 
the March 23 North Carolina primary to 
concentrate on Wisconsin April 6 
His brother and campaign manager. 
Stewart I dall, said tentative plans to 
mount a limited North Carolina effort 
have been abandoned because of the 
Democratic National Committee’s ac­ 
tion in restoring the W isconsin primary 
to full delegate selection status 
In other developments 
House Majority leader Thomas 
() Neill Jr said either I dall or Jackson 
will win the Iiemocratic nomination 
A final tally of Iowa county conven­ 
tions showed 41 per cent uncommitted 
Carter got 34 per cent. Udall 13 per cent 
and Fred Harris 9 per cent

— Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger says he does not 
believe he is a liability to President 
Ford 
but would have "no problem" 
about resigning if the President loses 
confidence in him 


In an interview published in the

Report Kissinger said his difficult rela­ 
tions with Congress do not impair his ef­ 
fectiveness 
The President tells me exactly the 
opposite ** he said, “ and my respon 
sibihty is to him " 
"Clearly,' he said, “ if it got to a point 
where he lost confidence ... then there 
would be no problem about leaving on 
my side He knows that I'm staying on in 
order to serve him and to serve the 
country, and that I will leave if he 
believes it will help him or the country

Two wells are still pr«>ducing 
on the property at the west end 
of (’abridge Wav 
with three 
others idle and sis abandoned, 
the supervisors were told at the 
time 
Slater said that since the 
supervisors action he has come 
to believe that "important in 
form ation 
regarding 
the 
proposed tract 
was not 
presented to the hoard by either 
the applicant or the county 
planning director " 
Slater said a centrali/cd drill 
mg site on the property could 
allow for slant drilling vet not 
result in having various 
homesites encumbered bv oil 
easements 
The conditions set up a 200 
foot buffer zone between 
homesites and present and 
future oil drilling operations 
But such a buffer area is far 
less than a single city blin k, It 
has been pointed out, and well 
drilling and production ac­ 
tivities from that distance 
could he a nuisance 
Slater s office was also made 
awareol the fact that the super 
visors hadn't been appraised of 
fears of the County Planning 
Commission 
which rejected 
the tract map concerning the 
impossibility of (Hitting controls 
on anv future drilling Onlypre 
sent drilling sites could be 
screened and have noise and 
emission controls put on them, 
it was asserted 
Slater s letter to the board 
said it was felt approval of the

According to Ann Sweet, 
county deputy clerk recorder in 
Iompor, the children of couples 
who marrv under civil cod«* 4213 
may not be able to prove their 
parents wer** legally married, 
and this could be a calamity if 
the marriage had to he es 
tablished for inheritance or 
social security benefit pur­ 
poses 
Under this previously little 
known cmk* which has become 
popular in recent years, a eou 
pie who have been living 
together and are over 18 may be 
married in confidence by a 
minister without a license and 
without blood tests The only 
marriage document 
called a 
Confidential Record of Church 
Marriage 
is filed bv the 
minister at the county clerk f 
office and cannot be seen bv the 
public unless bv order of a 
superior court judge 
The marriage is not listed in 
the state or countv vital 
statistics file a public record 
Notice of the marriage is not 
available to the press 
Civil code 4213 was primarily 
written to allow people who live 
together to marry without 
publicity said Mrs fiweet 
County Clerk Howard Menzel 
crttici/es, however, "This law 
is being abused by marriage 
brokers They are using it to 
supplement their income or 
whatever ** 
He also notes that, under the 
code 
“ the public is without 
honeilt of blood testing to deter 
mine if a disease might be pre 
sent in the couple about to be 
married This is something the 
department of health is con 
ctintd about ** 
The only verification a couple 
must have is that they live 
together Mrs Sweet explained 
No proof is necessary 
The form is available only at 
the county clerk s office only

agree this week to a final 
takeover of the petroleum 
production giant by Saudi 
Arabia, according to one 
source 
Talks between some 50 ex­ 
ecutives and aides of Exxon, 
Texaco. Standard Oil of Cali­ 
fornia and Mobil and Shiekh 
Ahmed Yamani. Saudi oil 
minister were under way amid 
tight security precautions 
One source confirmed 
negotiations were being con­ 
ducted at the meeting and that 
“ there could be a signing’ of a 
Saudi takeover 
He said the 
meeting could go on for as long 
as four days 
Saudi Arabia owns 60 per cent 
of Aramco and the four oil com­ 
panies own the other 40 per 
cent 
Negotiations for the purchase 
of the companies' remaining in­ 
terest in Aramco have been un­ 
der wav for several vears One 
report said Saudi Arabia agreed 
in December, 1974, to pay the 
four firms between $15 billion 
and $2 billion for their share of 
the company, which pumps 
most of Saudi Arabia’s oil 
It is believed the major 
roadblock to a final agreement 
has been the insistence of the 
four American firms that they 
be assured continued access to 
Saudi oil at equitable prices 
An Aramco spokesman in 
New York refused comment on 
the talks 
The meeting is not related to 
the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries 
The negotiations were being 
held at the Bay Point resort on 
the Gulf of Mexico. 10 miles 
west of Panama City Report­ 
ers were barred from the resort 
by 50 shotgun-carrying uni­

The security was inspired by 
the presence of Yamani, one of 
10 oil ministers kidnaped by 
terrorists during December s 
OPEC meeting in Vienna.

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Solvang departure from Danish motif scored

Vigorous emphasis on the 
need by the Damsh-American 
community of Solvang to 
further strengthen its Danish 
image and “ not just become 
another shopping center,” was 
expressed by Axel Dessau, head 
of the Danish Travel and 
Tourist Office in New York, in 
an informal talk before a group 
of Solvang merchants and com­ 
munity leaders Friday after­ 
noon 
Dessau declared. “ Solvang 
has reached the turning point 
It must dende on its Danish 
heritage The time has come 
for Solvang to emphasize its 
Danish background or forget 
about it,” he added 
Dessau contended that 
Solvang must continue to 
develop a reputation with 
authenticity that it is “ Little 
Denmark. U SA ,” or the 
“ Danish Capital of America.” 
It was his opinion that 
Solvang had made good 
progress in town development 
since his last visit several years 
ago. but it was evident from his 
talk that he was disappointed 
not only in some of the wares 
being offered in Solvang shops 
but was disturbed by the non- 
Danish oriented type of busines­ 
ses that have come into being in 
recent years 
Dessau said Solvang has 
“ many fine shops,” featuring 
imported Danish products, but 
at the same time a good many 
facsimile items coming from 
Taiwan also were in ample 
evidence to diminish the Danish 
image 
It was his opinion that the 
preceding and present Danish 
and Danish-American genera­ 
tion in Solvang was dying out 
and steps should be taken im­ 
mediately by the business and 
community leaders of the town 
to encourage the perpetuation 
of the ideals and principles 
upon which Solvang was 
founded in 1911 as the first 
Danish colony on the Pacific 
Coast 
Dessau emphasized that it 
was vital that the Danish in­ 
fluence be exemplified this 
vear in view of the impending 


visit to Solvang of Queen 
Margrethe II and her husband. 
Prince Henrik of Denmark next 
May 23 
The Danish tturist official 
referred often to the fact that 
the stores did not limit their 
merchandise to items from 
Denmark or Scandinavia 
“ There is a lot of junk in 
Solvang stores. ” he said, 
“ which makes people believe 
they are made in Denmark ” 
Dessau urged the formation 
of a local committee to 
promote more wares from Den­ 
mark as well as additional 
cultural ties with the oldest 
monarchy in the world 
“ Many people in Denmark 
are willing to help.” he stres­ 
sed 
TTie Virgin Islands, a Danish- 
founded colony, Dessau said, 
once faced a similar problem 
But. he added, they adopted an 
attitu d e 
of 
“ put your 
background in the foreground ” 
He praised Solvang’s efforts 
tc stage Danish Days each 
September as a symbol of a tie 
with Denmark, but it was his 
contention that more could be 
done in a way “ to help both 
Solvang and Denmark 
As examples, he cited the 
Mid-summer Night Fest, June 
23 in Denmark, an arts and 
crafts display in October, use of 
the outdoor Solvang Theater 
and placing more emphasis on 
the traditions associated with a 
Danish Christmas 
Dessau also called for the ap­ 
pointment of a cultural 
representative from Solvang to 
work with the Danish govern* 
ment in further strengthening 
relationships between the Euro­ 
pean country and the Santa Bar­ 
bara county community 
Dessau was accompanied to 
Solvang by Poul Christiansen, 
head of the Scandinavian 
National Tourist Office in Los 
Angeles The visit of the two 
Danish travel men was 
arranged by the Solvang 
Business Assn . and the Danish 
Brotherhood Lodge 
Later in the evening Dessau 
and Christiansen spoke and 
showed films of Denmark at the 
Veterans Memorial Building in 
Solvang 


Regional planning 


panel is opposed 


Opposition to a proposal to es­ 
tablish a regional planning 
commission in the Santa Ynez 
Valley was expressed by direc­ 
tors of the Santa Barbara 
County Farm Bureau at a 
monthly dinner meeting last 
week at Pea Soup Andersen s in 
Buellton 


According to Robert L Hunt, 
secretary of the county Farm 
Bureau, directors were of the 
consensus that there should be 
but one County planning com­ 
mission This would prevent, 
they believed, a setting up of a 
duplication of planning staff 


A regional planning commis­ 
sion in the valley, the board 
felt, could also lead to the 
proliferation of similar com­ 
missions in other areas of the 
county, including Orcutt and 
Mission Hills More than one 
regional body, the board 


believed, could result in a dis­ 
parity of rules and regulations 
from one community to 
another 
In other action, the board 
voted to embark immediately 
on a safety training program 
for ran ch ers and th eir 
employes Hunt said it has been 
determined that 85 per cent of 
on-the-farm mishaps are 
caused by errors in human 
judgment Goal of the program 
will be to impress upon all in­ 
volved in agricultural produc­ 
tion the necessity to “ think 
safety" at all times 
The safety program was in­ 
itiated by the California Farm 
Bureau Federation 
Serving on the county farm 
safety training program com­ 
mittee are James Marchiando, 
Tom Brierley. Alfonso Scolari, 
Emilio Sutti, and S 
Boyer 
Davis

Wright Patman, D-Tex , 
the 82 year-old dean of the 
House of Representatives w h o

Polly’s Pointers 


Easy to make 
dried parsley 


By Polly Cramer 


Inflation Fighter 


DEAR POLLY — 1 have a few little Pointers that 
have helped me I hope they will help others beat the 
high cost of eating these days When I need just a bit of 
fresh parsley for a special recipe, I have to buy a large 
bunch What is not used is washed throughly, the florets 
pulled from the stems and spread on a cookie sheet that 
1 put in the oven The heat from the pilot light dries the 
parsley in from 24 to 36 hours The dried parsley is pull­ 
ed from any remaining stems and put in a tightly closed 
jar The same is done with celery leaves, and the end 
result is a much fresher tasting, more flavorful product 
than the commercial variety 
When shopping for canned vegetables and fruits, it 
pays to compare store brands and lesser known ones I 
have found that by shaking the cans I can quickly dis­ 
cover which have more liquid and therefore less solid 
food I buy the one that is going to give more servings 
per can regardless of the difference in price Quite fre­ 
quently I find a lesser known brand is a considerable 
saving 
When I roast a chicken or beef roast, I chill the juice 
and skim off the fat Any not used immediately is frozen 
in tiny cube trays and used later for flavoring 
vegetables —OPAL 


DEAR POLLY - Before retiring at night I put dried prunes 
and raisins in a small pot with water and place it over the top 
of the kitchen stove pilot light lid In the morning they are nice 
and plump for eating and the water has turned into prune juice 
overnight —MARIE 
DEAR POLLY - I do like those sheets of fabric softener 
that one puts in the dryer, but I get two uses out of one sheet 
After first being used in the dryer with important clothing I 
use it a second time with not so important things such as 
towels Then I use the sheets again to hang in closets, put in 
drawers, shoe bags etc as the fragrance lingers for quite a 
time after use They act as an air freshner, too. —MRS R B 
DEAR POLLY - During these days of high prices we have 
to cut costs wherever possible The cost of tomato sauce has 
soared I use so much of it that I now put a large can of 
tomatoes in my blender, add about half a cup of catsup and 
perhaps a small amount of oregano and make my own

Incredulous 


The California Supreme 
Court in a 4-3 decision last 
week ruled, in effect, that a 
farmer or rancher does not 
have p r i v a t e p r o p e r t y 
regardless of whether or not 
he owns the mortgage or is 
paying for it. 
The court upheld the Califor­ 
nia Agricultural Labor Rela­ 
tions Board’s regulation that 
allows union organizers to 
enter private farms without 
permission. 
Ju s tic e Stanley Mosk, 
writing for the court majority, 
said the regulation was not ar­ 
bitrary or discriminatory and 
did not violate the con­ 
stitution’s protection of due 
process 
We believe this to be in­ 


credulous. What about the 
violation of constitutional 
property rights? 
In taking the action that they 
did, the State Supreme Court 
obliterated orders of superior 
courts in Fresno and Tulare 
counties which had ruled the 
regulation illegal. 
Bishop 
Roger 
Mahony, 
chairman of the Agricultural 
Labor Relations Board, was 
“ delighted’’ with the ruling. 
Fred Hennger. president of 
the California Farm Bureau 
Federation, promised to fight 
all the way to the U.S. 
Supreme Court if necessary. 
We side with Heringer and 
hope and pray that the high 
court will forever protect our 
constitutional property rights.

WASHINGTON 
Israel can never 
again expect to win an easy victory over 
the Arabs, according to the pentagon's 
latest s«vret intelligence estimates 
The Arab nations have amassed 
tremendous stockpiles of Soviet 
weapons giving them vastly superior 
firepower 
The com parative 
figures are classified 
' Secret-Sensitive " 
Since the Soviets sup­ 
plied the equipment, 
thev obviously know 
the fig u re s 
W e, 
therefore, believe the 
American people who 
may be called upon to 
support Israel, are 
also entitled to the 
facts 
The six leading Arab 
powers 
Egypt 
Syria. Jordan, Iraq, Libya and Saudi 
Arabia 
have a combined strength that 
is overwhelming 
Roughly, 
they 
have 
a 4 to 1 
superiority over Israel in combat 
planes, a 3-to-l superiority in ships ami 
submarines 
It 
is 
the 
P e n t a g o n ' s 
view, 
nevertheless, that Israel would win the 
next military conflict hut that the vie 
torv would be costly 
Concurring 
the Central Intelligence 
Agency estimates that a future Arab 
Israeli outbreak would produce at least 
36 000 Israeli casualties On a proper 
tionate basis, this would be equivalent to 
about 2 5 million casualties for the

Kennedy entered the race 
At which 
point a hug«* hole was blown in the side of 
McCarthy's ideological reservoir, and 
the waters came rushing out By the 
time of the California primary. Mc­ 
Carthy was critically depleted 
As 
witn«*ss that, even with the death of Ken­ 
nedy. the waters did not reverse, but 
swirled around in little eddies here and 
there, th«* biggest of them sustaining 
George McGovern, in what came to be 
the beginning of the McGovern move­ 
ment. 
As it appears today, the enthusiasm 
that gave Reagan a vote of 20 points 
higher than Barry Goldwater's in 1964 is 
testimony to Reagan s faith as well as to 
his art If he had kn<N ked Mr Ford out of 
the ring in New Hampshire it would of 
course have been easier for him But if 
he wins decisively in Florida, Illinois 
will probably prove to be the decisive 
contest 
Not decisive in that a narrow victory 
or less bv either candidate would cause 
the loser to pull out I am inclined to 
believe that Mr Ford will want to stay in 
the contest very late even if the tide 
against him begins to run quickly But in 
th« absence of a decisive victory over 
Reagan in Illinois, th«* moment would be 
propitious en«»ugh for Rockefeller to 
enter th«* race He would still have time 
to »>nf«*r one or two of th»* later 
primaries, most significantly Califor 
ma s This would appear as reckless 
politm .11 strat«*gv 
entering th** home 
Mate <»t \<*ur principal opponent 
But 
\<>ur home st.it«* is wh**r«- you tind not 
onlv th«* greateM concentration of your 
Inends but th** gr«*atest concentration of 
\our critics 
Rockefeller'* p«»pularHy in New York 
has always been exaggerated His re- 
elections regular I v resulted from the 
weaknesses of his opponents, his firm 


control over Republican machinery, and 
his lavish subventions of his own cause 
There are 
many more people dis­ 
illusioned with Rockefeller in New York 
than in California 


The principal Rockefeller problem 
these 
days is to organize 
pressure 
against Ford in an inoffensive way 
There mav come a moment — after 
Illinois, say 
when it may become clear 
to party professionals that Ford will not 
tx* able to effect his own nomination He 


has then the choice of staying on anyway, 
and yielding gracefully at the convention 
itself 
that would tx* consistent with his 
general tenacity 
Or being persuaded 
that, having been ousted by Reagan, he 
should in turn us«* his best efforts to deny 
Reagan the nomination 


If Ford's name appeared in a Califor­ 
nia primarv pitting him and Rockefeller 
against Reagan. Reagan’s plurality 
would almost certainly tx* substantial, 
and the matter of whom the nomination 
went to in Kansas City in August would 
tx* very nearlv settled 
Moreover, it 


would tx* difficult for Rockefeller, as 
Vice President, to campaign for the of- 
fice of President while the incumbent 
was still officially in the race 
One 
Gordian-knot cutter would be for Ford 
and Rockefeller both to back up and 


nominate a Prince ('harming of 
Moderation Charles Percy, say Alter 
the equation just a little bit. and the 
name of John Connally as a substitute 
presents itself 
TTiis last depends sub­ 
stantially on the success of George 
Wallace in the early primaries. 


The point of it all is that contrary to 
what the White House would have us 
believe. Reagan did not "lose" in any 
final sense in New Hampshire He has a 
great deal left to do. but his beachhead is 
at least as firm as Eisenhower's at Nor­ 
mandy He must above all hang on to his 


giMKl humor, and hold up the sophistries 
of his opponents to that withering deri­ 
sion they deserve If he canfiot handle 
James Heston informing us solemnly 
that Washington has kept America 
strong, h«* does not deserve to be Presi­ 
dent

H«* states that, for one thing, jogging 
can produce varicose veins “ With every 
step, with every thump of the foot, a 
column of Ы«нк1 several feet high pounds 
the veins of the legs like a battering 
ram." he writes Moreover, if clots or 
crusts are present in the vein, the impact 
may release them into the blood stream 
and cause them to he swept into the 
heart or lungs 
We were particularly interested in 
what he had to write about jogging and 
back pniblems The physician says that 
th« чате pounding can also burst. or her­ 
niate the spinal discs, as well as put 


strain on the arteries and veins holding 
the heart in place. 
In women, says Dr Schmidt, jogging 
causes the breasts to droop prematurely, 
and puts undue strain on the uterus 


In simple language, jogging really jogs 
you all over 


If this isn’t enough to make you turn in 
your tennis or track shoes, other symp­ 
toms of jogging, according to the doctor, 
are "dropped 
stomach (ours dropped 
and we never joggt'd), loose spleen, 
floating kidney and fallen arches 


We ar<* sure that the devotees of jogg­ 
ing even perhaps our own members of 
th«* medical profession who participate, 
will no doubt come up with all kinds of 
counterevidence showing the benefits of 
jogging 


It is amazing, however, that as a non- 
jogger we feel so much better just 
r«*ading about what we have been miss­ 
ing

W A SH IN G T O N - (N E A ) - A 
Volkswagen and a Cadillac stop at the 
same traffic light in the Capital s 
Georgetown district. 'Hie driver of the 
small car stares for a long moment at 
the driver of the larger, and then rolls 
down his window to communicate. ‘‘I 
know who you are," he says with feeling, 
"drop dead.” 
The driver of the 
Cadillac is Nguyen 
Cao Ky, and if we tear 
the scabs off old 
scores we all know 
who he is: one time 
commander of the 
South Vietnamese Air 
Force, premier of that* 
nation from 1965- 67. 
later vice president, 
suspected 
narcotics 
Lord, gentleman land 
grabber and. at a 
moustachioed 45, still a dashing if un­ 
savory bon vivant 
Nguyen Cao Ky Few can pronounce it, 
but as the first anniversary of the end of 
the war in Southeast Asia nears (April) 
many remember the name and conster­ 
nation and some shame. An American 
government favorite for years, non­ 
etheless rejected by the Vietnamese peo­ 
ple as an egotistic incompetent, it was 
about this time a year ago that he 
emerged from a forced political retire­ 
ment for what he called a last minute ef­ 
fort as "the savior" of his all but dis­ 
integrated country. 
Who can forget his final testimony as 
savior0 With Communists rushing into 
Saigon, and U.S. allies rushing out, Ky 
called for the inevitable leadership coup, 
saying "Let the cowards who are leav­ 
ing with the Americans go, and let those 
who love South Vietnam stay and fight." 
Three days later he sent his wife and 
family to Hawaii After two more days 
he got aboard a U S plane and beat it 
himself 
Now a nine months resident of sub­ 
urban Washington, driving his new 
Cadillac around Georgetown, he serves 
as a reminder of the ultimate truth of 
Vietnam those who insisted on it. those 
who perpetuated it, those who caused it 
have not by and large suffered The Com­ 
munists who started it won. the U.S of­ 
ficials who confused it are mostly relax­ 
ing in other executive capacities, and the 
Vietnamese masters who fouled it up 
are. in two notorious cases anyway, 
retired in comfort The last premier, 
Nguyen Van Thieu. lives in Taiwan with 
millions in confiscations and Ky resides 
here, earning $25000 for each college lec­ 
ture appearance 
You II remember that the lesser lights 
involved in Vietnam did suffer. Nearly a 
million deaths, for example, more than 
6 500,000 displacements in the South 
alone One recalls Ky and his wife, in 
tastelessly matching black "Captain 
Midnight" flying suits, attending the 
ceremonious funerals of the fallen Many 
dead combatants then were cut in half by 
Ky’s military morticians, apparently to 
make them easier to bury, and the 
Premier, after a refreshing drink, would 
urge the survivors on to greater 
sacrifices in the name of the savior 
And there are other sufferings Ky’s 
wife, a former stewardess who thought 
so little of her Vietnamese heritage that 
she un<k*rwent surgery to Anglicize her 
eves, once stole five square miles of 
choice land from Montagnard trihespeo- 
ple who own«*d it Dissidents were con­ 
demned by the Ky administration to 
years of imprisonment and torture And 
in 1971 a II S intellig«‘nce report accused 
Ky of running narcotics Even now Ky 
displays contempt for the people and na­ 
tion he once led Asked by a collegiate 
about the American massacre at My Lai. 
Ky has said "In war you have to expect 
things like that ’ 
But all that’s in the past now. at least 
for the likes of Ky And the likes of him 
are numerous in Washington Former 
South Vietnam Prime Minister Tran 
Thien Khien is here now, as is former 
chief of military staff Gen Cao Van 
Vien. and former minister of economics 
Pham Kim Ngoc There are former ad­ 
mirals and former hankers, and Ky’s 
former propagandist, Nguyen Ngoc 
Linh. who owns a Georgetown 
restaurant 
For many of the formers there is a 
sense of failed purpose One of the ad­ 
mirals for example now is a flagman on 
a highway construction crew. But for 
Nguyen «’ao Ky there is only optimism 
He rents an extensive home, has 
purchased a 24-inch color television, is 
writing his memoirs and plans to become 
either a farmer or a merchant. In 
America, he tells his audiences, all 
things are possible, even if the demand 
for Vietnamese saviors is a little slow 
right now 
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
